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Hawks fans line up to score merch

Caiti O’Neill and her sister Sela already were 
decked out head to fingernail in Blackhawks 
gear when they stopped by the team’s official 
store on Michigan Avenue on Monday to buy 
a commemorative puck. 

“There’s just so much pride around the 
team,” said Caiti, 29, who sported a Black- 
hawks headband, a Scott Darling shirtsey (a 
T-shirt in the style of a jersey) and an impec- 
cably detailed Blackhawks-themed manicure. 
She also has four jerseys and about 30 T-shirts 
to choose from at home. 

Hockey fever has hit a high in Chicago for 
the team’s run at the Stanley Cup. Fans waited 
in a line stretching down three tiers of stairs 
just to enter the Blackhawks store on Monday 
afternoon before Game 3 against Tampa Bay 

Dave Ballard waited on the staircase with 
his son Will, 18, saying they were on a “pil- 
grimage” from Omaha, Neb., to see the game. 
He wanted a Jonathan Toews jersey to com- 
plement his son’s Patrick Kane gear. 

“Father/son, Kane/Toews, Fm the captain, it 
makes sense,” Dave Ballard said. “I didn’t antic- 
ipate having to stand in line, but I don’t care.” 

The phenomenally successful Kane/Toews 
pairing on the ice has translated into phenom- 


enally successful merchandise sales. Kane had 
the top-selling jersey at the NHEs online 
store for the 2014-2015 regular season, and 
Toews wasn’t far behind at No. 3. 

All in all, the Blackhawks claim five of the 
Top 25 best-selling jerseys this past season, ac- 
cording to NHL spokeswoman Nirva Milord. 
While she declined to release specific figures, 
she said that for the past few years, the Black- 
hawks have ranked in the Top 5 of overall mer- 
chandise sales. 

And merchandise doesn’t come cheap: 
At shop.nhl.com, for example, a red Patrick 
Kane jersey goes for about $130 in women’s 
sizes and $170 in men’s sizes. 

Hockey is the kind of game that inspires de- 
votion, especially when a team is as successful 
as the Blackhawks have been, said Dan Jones 
of sports marketing company Intersport. 

“It’s no surprise that merchandise sales are 
spiking right now,” he said. “That’s very typi- 
cal across any major sports platform when a 
team is having the success they’re having.” 

And as an Original Six team, the Blackhawks 
can claim a fan base that goes back generations. 

“If Chicago is more passionate about the 
Blackhawks than other cities, it’s likely more 
rooted in history” he said. “The Blackhawks 



are an Original Six franchise {that has} loads 
and loads of history compared to a team like 
Tampa Bay or Columbus, and that certainly is 
going to lead to higher passion levels.” 

It’s that kind of passion that led Sela O’Neill, 
24, to get a custom-made Kane shirt covered in 
rhinestones— one that she won’t wash before 
wearing it to watch Monday’s game. 

Her sister Caiti will wear the Andrew Shaw 
jersey she was wearing in 2013 when the Black- 
hawks won the Stanley Cup. And the family 
Yorkie will wear its own little dog-sized jersey 
the sisters said. 

Will they be back to buy more Hawks gear 
before the Final is over? Probably not, Caiti 
said, but she wouldn’t rule it out.

5 REASONS 
CHICAGO LOVES 
HOCKEY IN JUNE

Hockey in June means only one thing: The 
Blackhawks still are going strong in the 
quest for the Stanley Cup. 

Despite the Hawks being down in the 
Stanley Cup Final series 2-1 against the 
Tampa Bay Lightning, the fandemonium is 
in full force in Chicago. With the Bears sea- 
son yet to start and the Bulls knocked out 
the playoffs, hockey gives Chicago sports 
fans something to cheer for. 

So, for every year the Hawks have won 
the Cup in franchise history, RedEye gives 
you five reasons to love hockey in June. 

1. Chicago is in the midst of a whisker 
frenzy and mullet mania. The players 
aren’t the only ones growing the scruffy, 
sweaty facial fuzz. Die-hard fans too are in 
solidarity with their team. But not all Hawks 
players subscribe to the tradition and su- 
perstition that started in the 1980s with the 
New York Islanders. Patrick Kane has sport- 
ed his mullet since 2010’s playoff run and 
even recruited teammate Brandon Saad to 
rock the business in the front and party in 
the back hairstyle. 

2. The Hawks are in it to win it. They’re 
going for their third Stanley Cup in six sea- 
sons and want to add another champion- 
ship banner at the United Center next to 
the ones for 1934, 1938, 1961, 2010 and 2013. 
The Hawks count seven players on the ros- 
ter that hoisted the Cup in 2010 and 2013: 
Patrick Kane, Jonathan Toews, Duncan 
Keith, Brent Seabrook, Marian Hossa, 

Patrick Sharp and Niklas Hjalmarsson. 

3. The United Center is the coolest place 

to be. It may be muggy outside, but the 
weather outdoors has no real effect on the 
ice conditions because all NHL arenas are 
temperature controlled, according to the 
NHL. It’s about 60 degrees inside the UC. 

4. There’s no better sound than the deaf- 
ening roar during “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” or the “da-da-da” of “Chelsea 
Dagger.” The tradition of cheering during 
the national anthem began in 1985 at the 
old Chicago Stadium, according to NHL. 
com. Singer Jim Cornelison auditioned in 
1995 to sing the anthem and still belts it out 
before the puck drops at every home game. 
“Chelsea Dagger’’ has been cued up to sig- 
nal Hawks goals since the 2008-09 season, 
the Tribune reported. 

5. We love a good victory lap. The en- 
tire city celebrates when the Hawks win. 
Chicago was a sea of red when about 2 mil- 
lion fans turned out for the parade and rally 
on Michigan Avenue in 2010 and again in 
2013 at Grant Park.

Once a player has established his position 
in front of the net, the shot will follow and a 
number of things can happen depending on 
the shot and who is around the player. 

“If there’s a perfect shot, usually you’ll have 
a guy around you trying to push you away, try- 
ing to lift your stick,” Hawks center Marcus 
Kruger said. 

But if the forwards do get a piece of it, what 
happens next is a lot of skill— but also a little 
luck. On a deflection, players aren’t merely 
just putting their stick out and praying. They 
said they can direct a puck on deflection, al- 
though trying to pinpoint it is difficult. Usu- 
ally, players said they can direct a puck to a 
certain area of the net. How much control 
the player has over the puck’s direction also 
depends on the type of shot. Generally the 
closer the puck is to the ice, the easier it is to 
pinpoint the deflection. 

Like a self-help guru, Bickell said he has 
three strategies when he is in front of the net. 
The first is to provide a screen on the goalten- 
der. The second is to try and deflect the puck. 
The third is to focus on rebounds, which de- 
flections can help in creating. 

“As long as you get it to move, you can cre- 
ate a rebound because the goalie isn’t neces- 
sarily set on that angle of the puck being de-

fleeted,” Boyle said. “You just want to get a 
piece to make it move.” 

Killorn said a deflection is probably the 
toughest shot for a goalie to stop. Lightning 
goaltender Ben Bishop and Hawks goalie 
Scott Darling disagreed and said those shots 
a goaltender can’t see when he is screened are 
the hardest to stop, but deflections are a close 
second.

Unplugged, textless: Am I addicted to my phone? 


My fiance laughed at 
me. 

When I told him I 
was going to give up 
texting, social media 
apps and Internet 
browsing on my 
phone for a month, 
his reaction was im- 
mediate. 

“Wow That’s going 
to be especially hard 
for you. "ibu’re always 
on your phone.” 

His response hit me like a shot of gutter 
vodka. Had addiction snuck up on me? 

I am not an addict, but I have addiction 
in my blood. I don’t remember the moment 
someone informed me of my family’s predilec- 
tion toward alcoholism; it’s as if I was born 
knowing it. 

We never said, “Dad used to be an alco- 
holic,” even though he hasn’t had a drink since 
years before I was born. My father always 
firmly told us, “I am a recovering alcoholic,” 


which comes from his time in Al- 
coholics Anonymous. “Abu never 
stop being an alcoholic,” he’d say 

As a kid, I was concerned that 
being an alcoholic would sneak up 
on me —like one morning I would 
wake up with a desperate need for 
a fifth of something. So I asked 
my dad at what point he knew he 
was an alcoholic, and the answer 
he gave me has stuck with me into 
my adult life. 

“I knew I was an alcoholic when my drink- 
ing prevented me from living my life the way I 
wanted and I couldn’t stop anyway” 

When I agreed to give up my phone, it was 
more out of curiosity than a sneaking suspicion 
that I was addicted to technology “How much 
will this change my life?” I wondered. 

On the first day I woke up and instinctively 
reached for my phone. I remembered just in 
time to stop from opening Twitter, but sud- 
denly I felt anxious. Scrolling through social 
media, checking headlines and reading articles 
is how my brain wakes up in the morning. 


Without that jolt, I felt jittery 
I started carrying a book to 
avoid checking Instagram while 
on the train. I began sending 
more emails and Facebook mes- 
sages at my computer to make up 
for not hearing from people over 
text. I even set up phone calls 
with friends — twice! 

“This isn’t so bad,” I thought. 
Sure, it was sometimes inconve- 
nient, but it also was liberating. 

At lunch one day both of my companions kept 
their phones face-up on the table while mine 
stayed in my bag. “Sorry” my friend apologized 
while slavishly responding to her buzzing 
phone. I realized that with my phone put away 
I only used it when I needed it, not when it 
needed me. My mind felt focused and sharper. 


Of course, as the month dragged on, the 
novelty wore off I missed the feeling of con- 
nection fostered by texting friends. Without 
texting, there were people I didn’t speak to at 
all, and that made my world lonelier. When the 
time came to resume texting, I dove back into 
it like a pool on the edge of a desert. I instantly 
felt guilty for it. Had I learned nothing? 

But a few weeks removed from the whole 
experience. I’ve noticed that I do handle my 
phone differently I feel more comfortable 
leaving it unattended for long stretches of time 
(there are no real texting emergencies, by the 
way) and that jittery need for it has gone. 

My need for my phone helped me realize 
that alcohol and drugs aren’t the only things 
that can get in the way of living my life the 
way I want. But luckily I don’t have to go cold 
turkey for good to fix that.
